Macon, Ga., September 26.—Eight 
persons were injured when the loco- 
motive and nine cars of the south- 
bound Dixie Flyer, a Chicago to Jack- 
sonville traip, were derailed shortly 
after 9 o'clock tonight af Orchard 
Hil], Ga. five miles south of Griffin, 
according to reports received by Cea- 
tral of Georgia railroad officials and 
from newspaper correspondents here 
tonight. 

The Central officials claim that no 
one was killed. 

Mrs. E. H. Ford, of Chicago, suf- 
fered a broken rib and Mr. Ford was 
bruised. ‘They were carried to Griffin. 

Engineer Ed Gregory, of Macon, 
was badly scalded and wes taken to 
a Griffin hospital.

nesday. It also asks that the com- 
pany be forced to continue service. 

2. The power company Saturday 
night pluaced in the mails formal no- 
tification to the city of Decatur of its 
decision to ‘discontinue operation on 
that .part of the North Decatur line 
within the city limits of Decatur Wed- 
nesday at midnight, assigning finan- 
cial losses resulting from the five-cent 
fare as its reason. 

College Park Confident. 

3. Mayor Hugh C. Couch, of Col- 
lege Park, issued @ statement to the 
effect that “authorittes. of this city 
express full confidence in their abili- 
ty to maintain their legal position 
that the contract between College 
Park and the power. company obli- 
gates the latter to continue to per- 
form service.” 

4. Mayor Couch also stated that’ 
the reason College Park had sought 
an injunction and thus thrown the 
matter into the courts was that 
he “had been virtually informed that 
the power company would not agree 
to settle the matter by accepting a 
seven-cent fare in College Park, and 
would listen to no reasonable propo- 
sition on the part of the city.” 

5. Mayer Scott Candler, inform- 
ed of the power company’s inten- 
tion to discontinue Decatur serv: 
ice on the North Decatur line—leav- 
ing the South Decatur line unaf- 
fected—stated that he did not know 
what the city would do in the mat- 
ter, but that “it would not sit idle 
and see service discontinued.”

Fraud Alleged 


In Bar Exams 
InMassachusetts 


Bostén, September 26.—More than 
three hundred potential lawyers of 
Massachusetts, men and women who 
passed the state bar examination on 
July 2, may be forced to pass an- 
other examination before being per- 
mitted “te practice their profession. 

Kvidence of fraud in the last test, 
which 310 out of 625 candidates suc- 
cessfully passed will probably compel 
the board of examiners to order ex- 
amination of the candidates. 

The committee of character exam- 
iners, a committee which interviews 
separately each individual who passes 
the bar examination, while examining 
a number of the successful candidates 
Wednesday, discovered that 14 who 
passed the last test with uncommonly 
high marks, previously had fluked sim- 
ilar examinations by a wide margin. 

Although none of the suspects would 
admit, when examined further, that 
they had purchased examination pa- 
pers prior to taking the examination, 
it was revealed that examination 
questions were stolen from the office 
of the chairman of the board. of ex- 
aminers, The stolen questions, it is 
believed, were sold to a number of 
candidates on the day of the exam- 
ination. 

The board of examiners is to meet 
soon to decide whether, in view of 
these disclosures, the -examination of 
July 2 is to be declared void, in 
which event the 310 men and women 
have actually passed the test 
would be required to take another 
examination. 


Jap Persimmons 
Grownin Appling 
Find Ready Sale 


Baxley, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Japanese persimmon crop 


‘lin Appling county is now ripe and is/ 


attracting much attention from tour- | 
ists. This fruit has been grown here 
for years as a dooryard tree for 
home use, and no effort had been 
made to market it until the tourists 
were attracted by its brilliant color 
and fine appearance and began to 
buy all that tree owners would sell. 
Two orchards on a main highway 
near here sell the entire production 
to travelers over the road, and single 
trees have netted owners more than 
$20 in a season. 

There are two notable trees in Bax- 
ley, one set by the late Dr. B. 
Patterson, some 25 years ago, and the 
other by qudge J. W. Tippins, a few | 
years later. ‘These trees have never 
missed a crop since coming into bear- 
ing, and have made heavy yields in 
this unusually dry year. 

There are few more ornamental] 
fruit trees in the whole category than 
the Jap persimmon, and it is a not- 
ably heavy bearer of delicious fruit. 
A few California growers seem to 
have introduced the fruit to eastern 
markets in the last few years and 
the demand there appears to be grow- 
ing rapidly. Horticulturists admit 
that this Kaki type of persimmon 
grows better in southeast Georgia 
than on the Pacific slope. 

Two well-known _ horticulturists, 
George McIntosh and Lyman B, 
PYceder, north Georgia apple and peach 
grower, have recently investigated the 
Jap persimmons produced here and 
given them very high rating. 

The Appling Ceunty Chamber of 
Commerce is preparing an exhibit of 
this fruit for the coming county fair 
|that will include more varieties than 
have ever been shown together in the 
‘south before.

Sing, who has thrown the switch 
and sent the voltage crashing through 
140 men in his 1l-year term doing 
society’ s dirty work as the state exe- 
cutioner, has tired of the monotony 
of his job and will quit at the end 
of the current fiscal year, July 1, 
1926. 

There is no variety about dying 
murderers, Hulbert finds. 

They will go to the chair in one 
of the two stereotyped manners, either 
limp with terror and mumbling “Christ 
have mercy,” or chesty with bravado. 
They all leap and strain against the 
creaking straps in the same conyul- 
sion of death as the switch goes shut 
and the motors whir behind the. wall. 

Hulbert’s career asthe state’s killer 
never was embroidered by any such 
character as the Chicago uxorcide who 
went to the gallows singing “Dear Old 
Pal.” His victims were all of a 
sameness, although they included 
Lieutenant Becker of the New York 


police force; Dr. Harvey Warren 
Waite, the poisoner, and one pair of 
brothers who went out the same night 
last spring, the Diamond boys, Morris 
and Joe, of Brooklyn. 


Hulbert hasn't explained his ideas 
of variety.in the job. but he has 
found it dull and that’s why he’s 
a Any man who can stand 
the monotony and who happens to be 
an expert electrician as well, is eligi- 
ble for his place. 

Hulbert succeeded Edward Davis, 


Ossining, N. 


who held the job from the time the 
electric chair was substituted for the 
gallows in 1891 until 1914. Davis 


quit because his pay was cut from 
$250 a head to $50 

Hulbert had an optimistic faith in 
the criminality of his fellow men and 
figured that $50 a head was all right 
provided there was plenty of business. 
His own pay gradually rose to the 
present figure, $150. He has made as 
much as $450 a night and all these 
fees are extras, because his principal 
job is that of state electrician at An- 
burn prison. On “business nights” in 
Sing Sing he runs down from Auburn 
in his car. 

Hulbert, of course, has no friends 
among the prisoners in Sing Sing and 
the guards are just as distant in their 
attitude toward him. ‘There is some- 
thing about the nature of a man who 
would throw a switch on another one 
for revenue only which sets him be- 
yond the scope of most human friend- 
ships. Therefore Hulbert has been 
alone among thousands on his visits 
to Sing Sing and in his daily routine 
at Auburn. 

He has little to say but successive 
wardens have said he did his work 
well, except once, when he was shy 
on experience. That time he col- 
lapsed after his man had been strap- 
ped in. He was revived and was just 
about to do his work when an escap- 
ing prisoner in another room created 
a diversion and the condemned man 
was left waiting in the chair until 
the excitement abated. 

But Hulbert did a good job when 
he finally got around to it and the 
man went out.as neatly as though old 
Ed Davis himself, the original genius 
of the switch, had been. doing the 
work. 

Hulbert is eligible for a pension.

All of State Hurt. 


In Georgia, the drouth area has 
affected the entire state, but the see- 
tion north of Macon has been hit hard- 
est. The drouth area in the south is 
said to extend from Virginia to Mis- 
sissippi, and from northern Kentucky 
to Florida. About 40 ecotton-growing 
counties in Texas are also affected. 


With exemption of Florida, every 
State in the southeast is experiencing 
the worst drouth since 1845. Rains 
are reported in sections, but it is not 
thought that the drouth to the extent 
of affecting wells and streams will be 
broken until the winter rains have con- 
tinued for several weeks.

The navy is proceeding on the theory 
that many of the 34 officers and men 
unaccounted for on the S-51 are alive 
and are within the craft 120 feet be- 
low the surface. When word was re- 


ceived, however, that a diver had been 
‘below and had been unable to com- 
| municate with any one in the interior, 
Mr. Wilbur admitted that this was 
“rather discouraging.” It was point- 
ed out. nevertheless, that when the 
S-5 sank off the Delaware Capes in 
1920 all hands were saved after being 
submerged 37 hours. 

Mr. Wilbur, in discussing the de- 


the scene, said it might have thought, 
when the submarine sank, that all 
aboard were lost, which was not neces- 
sarily the case with such craft. The 
steamer gave bearings to locate the 
spot, but Mr. Wilbur declared these 
were not always accurate and a slight 
discrepancy might delay rescue work 
for hours. A dispatch from the rescue 
crews today said the S-51 actually was 
found a mile and a half from the 
point indicated by the bearings. 

S-51 Had Right of Way. 

From press advices and its own 
dispatches, naval officers were in- 
clined to the belief that the S-51 was 
proceeding according to jts rights un- 
der the law of the sea when the col- 
lision occurred. Both ships, it was 
said, apparently were approaching, 
with the steamer on the port side of 
the submarine. This would have given 
the S-51 the right of way and would 
have required her to proceed without 
changing course or speed until the 
collision was unayvyoildable, it was 
stated. 

In addition, the submarine, it was 
said, was struck abaft the conning 
tower, indicating that, the City of 
Rome was an “overtaking ship,” and 
should have given right of way to the 
submarine for that reason also.

New York, September 25.—())— 
Nearly 200 members of 41 parliaments 
of the world are expected here this 
week-end as delegates to the Twenty- 
- Third conference of the Inter-Parlia- 
mentary union, which will be held 
in Washington from October 1 to 7. 

Describing the body as an “un- 
official parliament of parliaments,” 
Arthur Deering Call, director of the 
conference, who opened New York 
headquarters today, said the program 
would include discussion of interna- 
tional law, an European customs 
agreement, the problem of national 
minorities, control of the drug traffic, 
reduction of armaments and parlia- 
mentary government. Results of the 
debates will be embodied in resolu- 
tions that will be taken back to the 
various legislative bodies represented 
by the delegates, who will urge the 
adoption of the measures. 

Controversial subjects and current 
molitical problems will not be debated, 
Mr. Call said. Ue expressed the opin- 
ion that the incident, caused by the 
revoking of an American visa granted 
Shapurji Saklatvala, communist mem- 
ber of the British house of commons, 
who intended to attend as a member 
of the British delegation would not 
be bronght up.

Each gov- 
ernor accepted for his state a quota 
of coins calculated on the basis of 
white population and bank deposits.

MACON-FT. VALLEY SECTION WAS LAKE, SAYS PROFESSOR 


Ocean Covered South Georgia 


BY MISS ISABELLA HARRIS. 

Cerdele, Ga., September 26.—(Spe- 
cial.J—The drouth has done many 
strange things for Georgia. 

It has placed a price, and a high 
one at that, on Adam’s ale; it has 
made respectable citizens liable to a 
fine for watering their lawns; it has 
forced automobiles to remain covered 
in dust except by application of elbow 
grease and creek water; it has ban- 
ished the lawn hose to the attie and 
the watering pot to the cellar; it has 
taken a once fertile land and made 
of it a vast expanse of parched fields 
where even weeds can scarcely grow. 

But the strangest feat it has done 
yet is to uncover the bones of some 
giant prehistoric animal, which has 
been embedded for centuries in the 
limestone of the Flint river banks 
near Cordele about 65 miles below 
Macon. 

Due to the extreme lowness of the 
river, caused by the almost unpre- 
cedented dronth, the bones were re- 
vealed recently to be embedded about 
20 feet below the surfate of th earth 
in the river bank. So firmly en- 
trenched were the bones in the lime- 
stone formation that it was a diffi- 
cult matter for pick and shovel to 
pry them loose. 

Most of the bones removed have 
been sent to the Smithsonian: Institu- 
tion at Washington, D. C., for elassi- 
fication. Steps are being taken to 
have the whole skeleton removed from 


lits casing of calcium and all its parts 
classified, 

The bones removed consist of sev- 
eral pieces of vertebrae, one of them 
10 inches in diameter, the others 
smaller but corresponding perfectly in 
shape, a portion of a leg, part of a 
rib, and several other unclassified 
bones. 

They appear to be in a perfect state 
of preservation, having evidently been 
buried for centuries in the surround- 
ing sand and calcium. Geological evi- 
dence tends to prove that .South 
Georgia was once an ocean bed. This 
theory is upheld by Professor Leon P. 
Smith, vice president of Wesleyan 
college in Macon, and head of the de- 
partment of chemistry ahd geology 
there . 

“The ocean used to cover South 
Georgia ages ago,” says VTrofessor 
Smith after 30 years in constant field 
explorations and graduate work in 
geology. between Macon and 
Fort Valley was a lake. Geological 
surveys show that the ocean floor was 
uplifted ahd lowered beneath sea level 
several times.” 

The remains of the pre-historic ani- 
mal lie in an almost inaccessible place. 
Were it not for the low waters of 
the Flint river, the bones would prob- 
ably have lain undisturbed in a fos- 
silized condition as they have remained 
for ages past. It is hoped that the 
whole animal will be lifted from its 
limestone vanlt before the fall rains 
and swollen waters make impossible 
further excavations.

The reforming hand of John W. 
Snook, warden of the Atlanta federal 
penitentiary, Saturday converted feur 
more former “model” inmates of the 
prison into “model” citiezns, as mem- 
bers of the Savannah rum ring—Wil- 
lie, Fred, Jr., and Carl Haar, broth- 
ers, and J. F. Williams—left the in- 
stitution after paying the penalty for 
offenses against the national prohibi- 
tion laws. 

“I’m going to—or rather already 
have—quit the business,” Willie 
Haar, star government witness in the 
so-called prison bribe plot trials, 
which resulted in the conviction of 
former Warden Albert FE. Sartain and 
Lawrence (Heinie) Riehl, Sartain’s 
friend, said after he had donned ‘civies 
again. “I realize my mistake, but I 
am going back to Savannah to begin a 
legitimate business as soon as I can 
get my affairs in shape.” 


A familg reunion took place just 
outside the prison walls Saturday 
morning, when the ex-prisoner broth- 
ers were met in an automobile by Fred 
Haar, Sr., their father, and Ernest 
Haar, prominent Savannah attorney, 
who is their brother.. The day was 
spent at a downtown hotel, while 
Willie Haar held conferences with 
District Attorney -Clint W. Hager. 
prosecutor in the prison bribe, and 


Jother government officials. 


The fam- 
ily, accompanied by Williams, began a 
motor.trip to the port city late in 
the afternoon. 

Willie Haar was high in his praise 
of Warden Snook, who he said is the 
“best man the government could have 
‘gotten for the Atlanta prison, because 


he treats everybody alike.” 

Willie shied at discussion of the 

recent bribe trials, saying it “is all 
over as far as I am concerned.” He 
did say he regarded a $5,000 loan 
which he had testified he made to 
Warden Sartain as “legitimate” and 
said he expected Sartain to repay 
him. 
“The trial is all over. My testi- 
mony was the truth, so let’s not talk 
of that. I hope the government acts 
favorably on paroles of Chester Tuten, 
Richard Bailey, Sam Goldberg and J. 
H. Thomas, all members of the so- 
called Savannah gang. They deserve 
as.much consideration as possible, 

“The Haar family has learned its 
lesson and we are going straight in 
the future. I hope the other boys are 
released soon so that they can make 
good with us.” 

The famous “Big Four” liquor ring 
in Savannah was convicted in federal 
court at Savannah and sent to the 
Atlanta federal prison in December 
of 1923. The Haars were: leading 
members of the ring and were sent

Washington, September 26.—An- 

drew W. Mellon and Joseph Caillauxr 
have chosen to seek a settlement of 
the French debt over the coffee cups 
in comparative privacy, instead of 
over a council table with the 21 mem- 
bers of the two debt commissions 
present. 

Full dress conferences at the treas* 
ury have been postponed until Mon- 
day morning at 10 o’clock, and since 
the postponement, Mellon and Cail- 
laux, chairmen of the two cemmis 
sions, have met privately twice and 
will be together at least once again 
for informal discussion on Sunday. 

Considering the status of negotia- 
tions wholly from a standpoint of 
formal proposals’ and counter pro- 
posals as to what France ean and 
should pay, the situation is rather 
gloomy, for the two commissions are 
several billions of dollars: apart in 
their respective estimates of what 
France can do. 

Prospect Fair for Compromise, 

But in other aspects the prospect 
seems fair for a compromise. It is 
}not likely that the French commis- 
| sioners would agree to any funding 
arrangement gvhich did not contain a 
flexible clause. Such a clause would 
stipulate that the schedule of pay- 
ments would be subject to revision if, 
in the future, the French capacity tod 
pay should be affected by cireum- 
stances now unforeseen. 

With such a clause agreed to a 
compromise between the French and 
American proposals on a basis of 
$100,000,000 average annuities, after 
a 10-year period of reduced payments, 
would not be an unlikely solution. 
That figure is merely a guess, of 
course, but it seems to represent a 
sum somewhere within the middle 
ground between the two groups of 
negotiators.

New York, September 26.— Wall 
street is thankful for the arrival at 
Washington this week of Finance 
Minister Caillaux, of France, to ar- 
range for payment of the war debt 
owed by France to our government.

| We already have an enormous sum 


;of foreign investments, including the 


war debts owned to our government 
With these foreign investments steadi- 
ly piling up. These foreign invest- 
ments are piling up because we do not 
want to take any more gold in pay- 
ment and with our excess production 
facilities we do not want to take pay- 
ment in goods. Hence we are in 
effect lending to our debtors from our 
already large accumulation of wealth 
so that they can make apnual pay- 
ments on what is already owed. We 
are assuming that the new money 
being loaned will enable our debtors 
to get on their feet and pay. What 
form final payment is likely to take 
is what, Wall street is now discussing, 

Judging from what has always hap- 
pened throughout the world under 
similar circumstances in the past, in 
the end we are going to take payment 
for the debts owed us in goods. Right 
now with excess production facilities 
complicating even our own domestic 
situation our labor and our manufac- 
turers naturally do not want to see 
increased imports made possible by 
cheaper foreign wages and cheaper 
foreign cost of production. Increased 
imports would mean excess goods 
which in turn would mean lower 
prices. Most people are afraid that 
lower prices would mean lower wages 
and hard times. 

It does not necessarily follow, how- 
ever, that more goods causing lower 
prices which in turn cause lower 
wages will mean hard times. So far 
in the history of the world there has 
never been a time when there was too 
much goods. There has been suffer- 
ing from uneconomic adjustment of 
buying power; but not from too many 
goods.

WHEAT NARKE 
TURNS BEARISH 


Chicago, September 26.—(/)—Ac- 
tive selling, much of it from Winni- 
peg, pulled down wheat prices here 
today after an early advance. Re- 
ports indicated that nearly 100,000,- 
000 bushels, a record-breaking total 
for this time of year, had been de- 
livered up to date at Canadian coun- 
try points by farmers. Chicago clos- 
ing quotations on wheat were heavy 
1 5-8 to 3 cents net lower, December 
$1.40 1-2 to $1.40 3-4 and May $1.43 
to $1.43 1-4. Corn finished at 1-4 
cent to 2 cents decline, oats a- shade 
to 1-8 to 14 cent off, and provisions 
unchanged to 20 cents higher. 

Final transactions in the wheat 
market were at virtually the day’s 
bottom figures, with buying confined 
for the most part to previous sellers 
who were in a position to collect a 
profit. Mnd-of-month liquidating sales 
from holders of contracts calling for 
September delivery of wheat were an 
added burden on the market. be- 
sides, failure of prices to hold any 
advance had much to do with turning 
away would-be buyers. So, too, did 
the fact that no export business of 
consequence was in sight, and that 
Argentina was offering to Europe at 
cheaper prices than Canada. 

Reports of rain and snow in Can- 
ada, with cold weather predicted for 
this side of the Canadian border were 
ineffective as a check on the late sell- 
ing in the Chicago wheat market. Un- 
expected strength of quotations at Liv- 
erpool had helped to give an early 
lift to values here, but the rise was 
transient, the action of Liverpool be- 
ing explained ‘as due to prospects that 
world shipments for the week would 
be small. About the sole other stimu- 
lating faetor was a statement early 
from a leading trade authority that 
broadly speaking there was no pres- 
sure to market actual. wheat any- 
where in the United States. 

Corn sympathized with the weak- 
ness of wheat, and was also influ- 
enced by talk of prospective heavy 
movement of new eorn earlier this 
season than ustial. Oats prices were 
steadied by knowledge that oats are 
being largely substituted for other 
high-priced grain. 

Packers’ buying put firmness into 
the provisions market.

Joans, has directed attention to Amer- 
iea’s growing prestige as banker of 
the world. Loans to foreign coun- 
tries and industries, including private 
bank credits and advances so far this 
year, have exceeded $1,000,000,000, 
and with negotiations pending for an 
additional billion dollars, 1925 prom- 
ises to set a new high record in for- 
eign financing. 

Fortified by the possession of al- 
most one-half the world’s supply of 
gold, the United States has not found 
it difficult to extend its credit to the 
rest of the world. Yet in the space 
of the three months, its investors are 
sending to foreign nations more money 
than it took to build the Panama ca- 
nal. The total of private American 
investments abroad, exceeding $10,- 
000,000,0000, or approximately °90 per 
capita, approaches the assessed valu- 
ation of the world’s richest city—New 
York—and is more than double the 
currency in circulation in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Since the world war, foreign loans 
offered publicly in this country have 
totaled approximately $5,000,000.000, 
In 1924 alone the total was $1,243.- 
185,000, exclusive of countless pri- 
vate banking operations which are not 


publiely advertised.

Demands upon American bankers 
for financial assistance are manifold 
and varied. From public utilities in 
Japan, cotton planters in Ceara, cof- 
fee growers in Sao Paulo, nitrate pro- 
dneers in Chile and manufacturers 
in‘ Hungary, loans are sought. 

Tentative Kstimate. 

Based on inquiries from foreign 
governments, municipalities and in- 
dustries, tentative estimates made in 
banking circles list prospective loans 
to various countries as follows:

This has effectively closed 
the door to France, Italy, Czecho- 
Slovakia and other nations whose war 
debts are unfunded. Belgium rego- 
tiated a settlement last month and 
now is eligible for a loa to aid in 
the stabilization of its money situa- 
tion. Bankers have indicated their 
willingness to assist in such a pro- 
gram when the country is ready to 
proceed, which may be late this year. 

It 1s considered certain that if 
satisfactory debt settlements. are 
reached at conferences between the 
United States and the French and 
Italian governments, large private 
loans to these countries will follow. 


France is expected to ask for at 
least $100,000,000 and Italy probably 
will replace its present $50,000,000 ex- 
change stabilization credit with a loan 
of $100,000,000 or more. Flotation 
of a $50,000,000 Czecho-Slovakia bond 
issue awaits only a similar agreement 
as to its war debt. 


Relaxation of Japan's restrictions 
on gold exports and the possibility of 
the country’s return to the gold stand- 
ard have aroused reports in Wall 
Street that Japan may follow Great 
Britain’s example of fortifying itself 
with a large American credit. The 
only Japanese bond issue in sight, 
however, is one for the City of Tokyo 
which may total $50,000,000.

CHINESE QUARTERS FACE CONDEMNATION 


To Intervene Between Tongs 


Washington, September 26.—(/)— 
With several hundred Chinese await- 
ing deportation in New York and the 
Chinese quarters of Cleveland and 


Boston facing--eondemnation as fire 
and health hazards, requests were 
made of two govetnumentagencies to 
take a hand in-the situation arising 
out of the latest outbreaks between the 
two feudal tongs. 

The aetion of City Manager Hop- 
kins, of Cleveland, in ordering build- 
ings in the Chinatown of that city’ 
razed after a murder there Tuesday 
night, resulting in the arrest of 450 
Chinese, prompted an informal appeal 
to the state departmerit by Alfred Sze, 
Chinese minister, to determine the ac- 
tual condition ef affairs among Chi- 
nese there. 

Representatives of the Hip Sing 
tong, one of the warring factions, pe- 
titioned the federal trade commission 


to investigate the operations of its old 


rival, the On Leong tong, which were 
alleged to inyolve conspiracy, intimi- 
dation and violence, to prevent mem- 
hers of the Hip Sing tong from trad- 
ing in interstate and foreign vcom- 
merce, 

The truce between the rival tongs 
recently signed in New York is be- 
lieved in Chinese circles of that city to 
have been voided by the killing of 
a Chinese in Boston shortly before it 
was signed, but negotiations are con- 
tinuing between the Chinese Benevo- 
lent association, a merchants’ organi- 
zation of New York, and tong leaders, 
in an effort to make the treaty effec 
tive. 

The On Leong tong, otherwise 
ktiown as the Chinese Merchants’ as- 
sociation, was charged in the Hip Sing 
petition with. “unfair methods of com- 
petition in commerce, to the detriment 
of the public,” and the trade commis- 
sion was asked to investigate its oper- 
ations.

His record showed he had been a 
dealer in narcotics and whisky and 
had operated as a pickpocket in To- 
ledo, Chicago, St. Louis, Pittsburg and 
New.

CROWN 


Chieago, September 26.—(4)—Wal- 
ter Hazen of Pasadena, Fla., by play- 
ing 31 holes in 114 strokes, or 10 un-

i day successfully defended his title as 
| professional golf champion of the 
United States. He defeated William 
Mehlhorn of Chicago, 6 and 5, al- 
though latter was three under 
fours himself.

A tow-headed stripling, yet a post-graduate in the science of grid- 
iron warfare, Saturday on Grant field*brought the difference between 
Tech and Oglethorpe season-opening strength down to a meager six 


points, as the Golden Tornado eked out a 13-to-7 


Petrels. 

The opening football combat of the 
season and a game that is annually 
growing in its interest, the Tech-Ogle- 
thorpe melee Saturday gave the 10,000 
rabid football fans of Atlanta who 
saw it an ample eyeful. The differ- 
ence of 6 points in the score is the 
nearest that the Petrels have ever come 
to equaling the drive of the Techmen. 
Last season the Petrels were 19 points 
behind Tech at the end of play, and 
that was the nearest they had ever 
come to the Jackets in five years of 
competition. 

It was tow-headed Nutty Campbell, 
a quarterback by trade, at Oglethorpe 
who today can feel his glory. Beside 
Campbell, Adrian Maurer, the man 
who caused Tech to play Douglas Wy- 
coff as safety, was compelled to bask 
in the reflection of Campbell’s glory. 
It was Campbell’s timely snagging of 
Maurer’s pass that brought Oglethorpe 
its only touchdown. And it was 
Campbell, playing safety, who did all 
that one man could do toward stopping 
the kind of a drive that Tech put on 
for its two touchdowns. 

Against this sparkling play by 
Campbell, of the conquered clan, Tech 
matched its Wycoff, its Barron, its 
Connelly and its Wright, as backfield 
men, and the finest line that Tech has 
had since 1920. Tech’s strength Sat- 
urday was in its line. It was a tear- 
ing, raging, relentless force that per- 
mitted gains only in times when Tech 
was safely ahead. Oglethorpe’s for- 
ward pass was the only attack it fail- 
ed to stop and the passes Oglethorpe 
completed, two in number, found their 
way safely into Petrel wings that were 
outspread in the company of Tech’s 
backs rather than its linesmen. 


Petrels’ Last Stand. 


Campbell wrote down Oglethorpe’s 
7 points in the capture of a forward 
pass from Maurer and in a perfectly 
placed drop kick for goal after touch- 
down. It was Oglethorpe’s last stand 
of the game, after the Tornado had 
gone down the field ip two dazzling 
drives. In the last quarter, when 
Tech was permitting Oglethorpe to 
frolic in its front yard, in the very 
shadow of the goal posts, Campbell, 
at quarter, took the matter im his 
own hands and engineered the plays 
that brought the Petrels their score. 

Oglethorpe’s stand for a touchdown 
began on Tech’s 20-yard line. Maurer 
gained three yards on a double pass 
before McRae, Tech substitute quar- 
terback, brought him down. Kilgore, 
a powerful line bucker in the 8. I. 
A. A., banged his way through cen- 
ter, but was stopped at two yards. 
On third down, with 15 yards to go 
for a touchdown, Campbell took his 
chance.

But honors were even on 
the breaks yesterday, for Oglethorpe 
worked for every yard it gained. The 
Petrels registered first downs 
against the Jackets, but largely on 
necount of penalties against Tech 
amounting to 40 yards. Against 
Oglethorpe Tech made 10 first downs. 

Six first downs were marked up 
by Tech in the attack that brought 
the Tornado its second touchdown, 
when Carter Barron dived headlong 
squarely through the arms of Camp- 
bell, after an end run that amounted 
to 6 yards. 

Tech’s drive for the second touch- 
down began from the Tornado’s own 
28-yard line at the last quarter.

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PART-TIME SCHOOLS 


Pavo, Ga., September 26—(Special.) 
The outstanding address on the pro- 
gram of the Farmers’ chautauqua, 
which opened yesterday at noon, was 
delivered by J. T.. Wheeler, professor 
of . agricultural educational at the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture, 
who spoke on the “Neglected Boy.” Mr.

boy, out of every 100 who entered 
the primary grade, ever finished the 
eleventh grade and graduated from the 
high school.

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Winning Essay on 
Christian Stewardship. 


A year ago the national council in its field department 
offered a series of prizes to young people of the Episcopal 
church throughout America in an essay contest. The theme 
of the recent contest was ‘‘Christian Stewardship,” and the 
winner of the first prize, besides a gold medal would be given 
a trip to New Orleans, where the prize is to be awarded during 
the Episcopal convertion. 

7 This prize-winning contestant is John David Colson, a lad 
of 13, and a pupil in St. Faith’s Church school of the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine, New York. 

Of such merit is this youthful conception and explanation 
of Christian stewardship, that we urge its reading and reread- 
ing by our young people. Then it may follow that seme of 
them will feel so strongly the imperative to search their own 
definitions of Christian stewardship that they, too, will give 
expression to their thoughts. In such a case we should be 
glad to hear from them on the subject. 

John David Colson’s first prize essay follows: 


Christian stewardship can be compared to the Ship of Life which 
of others even at the risk of losing some of the cargo we are carrying. 

In pleasant weather our Owner wishes us to have recreation and 
pleasure; but in stormy weather we must deny ourselves anything that 
will interfere with our duty. 

When we finally bring our ship to the end of the voyage and account 
to our Owner. He will judge with all mercy and kindness, remembering 
the materials we have been given to work with: the weather we have 
encountered, and the opportunities we have made for ourselves to rende 
Him faithful service. 


with us as captain and God as owner makes a voyage, sometimes touch- 
ing at many ports and sometimes transacting much business, but always 
ending up in the Harbor of its Owner. ‘To each of us is assigned a 
Special boat to command and to each of us is assigned a Special voyage. 
Some commanders have larger ships than others; these have greater re- 
sponsibility than those in command of smaller craft. Some voyages are 
longer than others; but no matter how long it takes the Ship of Life ty 
make its rounds, when it finally arrives at port, all conditions are taken 
into account and weighed by the Owner. 


The Ship of Life cannot always expect fine weather for its voyage. 
Often it has to. plow onward through the sea of sadness and misfortune, 
which is lashed into fury by the tempests of temptation. When such 
storms come we should turn our bow to the wind and face it brayely. 
The Sharp prow of trust cuts the waves in two, breaking their violence 
and letting them pass, while the Ship of Life is usmmoved from her course 
and unharmed. But if we turn our rudder, which is the captain’s de. 
cision between right and wrong, away from our course and run with the 
wind, it is a wrong decision and we are wasting our Owner's time an1 
getting further away from the Harbor. : 

Our invaluable fuel is faith, Our engine ‘s or body. 
keep our engine always bright and clean and our fires raked clear of 
the slag which so often is mixed with our fuel. The clinkers this slag 
forms corresponds to the doubts and wrong ideas that creep into our 
faith. We must never allow them to accumulate or they would smother 
our fire, 

When we get in these storms of temptational wind, the captain has 
for his guidance the compass of conscience. This compass is so accurate 
that the captain need not have any fear if he heads his ship in the direc- 
tion in which it points. 

Our Owner expects us to keep a strict account of all our trans- 
actions and communicate with Him whenever possible and ask Him for 
advice and help. He expects us when at a foreign port, discharging or 


taking on cargoes, etc., to, in all our dealings, put forward our best ef-. 


forts and to deal fairly and justly with all men so that they will respect 
the flag of Him who sent us. This flag should be always flying at our 
masthead. 

Our Owner asks for only a percentage of the money we earn, the 
remainder is ours to use aS we please. Some of this we should be always 
ready to use for ships in distress. Though we are trading honorably to 
the best of our abilitv, we should not hesitate to go to the assistance

‘Same as Virginia, approximately 
only 200 miles less than South Car- 
Olina, with its bond issue, and 
slightly more than a hundred miles 
less than Tennessee with its bond 
issue. The report does not take 
into account concrete bridge con- 
struction, in which Georgia led, nor 
the Secondary roads, in which Geor- 
gia also led in the territory named. 

And yet, in face of these facts, 
with Georgia’s road dollar doing 
perhaps more than that of any state 
in the union, the highways of Geor- 
gia are on the whole referred to by 
through-state motorists as ‘“inde- 
scribably bad,” or as the most back- 
ward of any state in the union. 
There is truth in what they say. 
From a hard-surfacing standpoint 
they are bad, taking the sys- 
tem as a whole. Why? Because 
| Georgia is building her surfaced 
mileage in patchwork—a mile or 
two here and a mile or two there, 
all over the state, leaving the main 
| thoroughfares with a short stretch 
of good and a long stretch of bad 
that condemns the whole road. 

Instead of taking up a trunk line 
and completing it from border to 
border, and then taking up another 
in a right angle and completing it 
from border to border, and so on, 
the process is to scatter short links 
in a crazy-quilt fashion all over the 
state, and a motorist coming into 
Georgia at the Tennessee and Caro- 
lina line dashes along for a few 
miles, drops into mud or sand or 
pulverized clay, rocks from hole to 
hole, breaks an axle or a Spring, 
and pulls into the next short stretch 
of concrete or asphalt, drops into 
another longer stretch of bad roads, 
and gets out disgusted with the 
whole thing. 

It is the wrong way, under Geor- 
gia’s system of road financing, to 
build highways. We can, with the 
funds available, take up one 
through-line, an interstate artery, 
and finish it and then start another. 
In this way maintenance will be re- 
duced and the tourists and motor- 
ists will form different impressions 
of our highway status.

Standing by the President vs. _ 
| Freedom of Speech

All the special correspondents who 
meet with the president for regular 
interviews, sent = last week a most 
| significant and disquieting warning. 
The correspondent of the New York 
Times expressed it in this way: 

“Enough was disclosed at the white 
house of President Coolidge’s feelings 
with regard to the debt settlement sit- 
uation, to furnish the impression that 
the attitude of a*portion of the Amer- 
ican :-press on the gubject might cause 
embarrassment to the government. The 
president’s opinion, it was gathered, 
is that Bewspapers commenting on the 
allied debt matter should be actuated 
by a disposition to look out for = 
t 
was said that if any doubts arose 
during the debt funding discussion, 
the American press’ should resolve 
them in favor of the American goy- 
ernment.”’ 

Democracy and Discussion. 


It appears that quite a large por- 
tion of the American press, daring to 
think and. speak for themselves, had 
expressed views concerning our coun- 
try’s attitude toward its foreign debt- 
ors at variaice with the views of the 
administration. This threatens to tie- 
come an embarrassment to the afil- 
ministration in seeking to drive a good 
bargain with the French and Italians. 
The suggestion is that no matter what 
sympathy you may have with a war- 
torn and tax-burdened people—no 
matter what you may think concern- 
ing the peculiar conditions under 
which these debts were made—no mat- 
ter what you may think of human 
sympathy or national honor—you 
must approve and not criticise the 
administration, in its trade with these 
foreign commissioners. Is this an at- 
tempt to limit the freedom of the 
press? Of course, this is not an ex- 
ecutive order nor is there any de- 
clared purpose to control the utter- 
ances of the press by force, yet the ex- 
pressed wish or advice of the head of 
our government inevitably carries with 
it a certain prestige; political and 
commercial influence, which has 
something of the nature of force. 
These special correspondents are de- 
pendent upon the favor and the friend- 
ly attitude of the administration to 
furnish their papers with the “inside’’ 
views and news of the government. 
The president, too, is_ the _ political 
head of his party, and from a partisan 
standpoint, too often his wish, has the 
force of a commané. . : 


If the people of a democracy are to 
be sensitive anywhere to a threat to 
their freedom it should be where the 
freedom of the press is involved. We 


have too long:identified the freedom 
of ocracy with the f om of 
the ballot. Of Gourse, a free ballot is 
essential to a free people and yet 
co-equal in importance is the ab- 
solute freedom of the public expres- 
sion of opinion. A free ballot is worse 
than worthless, unless the sources of 
information are kept free from the 
poison of partisan or private propa- 
ganda. Democracy can only function 
successfully by untrammeled discus- 
sion, and the public press must furnish 
a free forum for its expression. Euro- 
pean governments have furnished us 
with the saddest examples of govern- 
ment-controlled newspapers and agen- 
cies, 
An Appeal To Patriotism. 


This inspired warning sent out by 
the white house was couched in terms 
of an appeal to the patriotism of our 
papers. As between your own and 
foreign governments, “look out for the 
interests. of your own “country.” I 
challenge this conception of patriotism. 
No one political administration has 
a right to identify its particular pol- 
icy on a given question with our na- 
tional welfare and national honor. 
Surely we are still free to interpret 
for ourselves the significance of any 
proposed national policy, and to de- 
clare earnesfly and boldly’that it is 
out of harmony with our highest 
American ideals, and discreditable to 
our national honor. Loyalty to Amer- 
ica is not necessarily identical with 
loyalty to a given political administra- 
tion. . 

Surely the memory of the Coolidge 
administration can go back six years. 
A president of the United States had 
repeatedly published to the nation, in 
phrases so clear and persuasive that 
they will forever remain a part of our 
political classics, his proposed policy in 
dealing with the nations of the world. 
This policy was acclaimed with en- 
thusiastic approval all over this con- 
tinent irrespective of political parties. 
Then he went to Paris as the official 
representative of this government and 
helped to translate this policy into 
terms of international agreement. Can 
Mr. Coolidge remember how his party 
“stood by” their nation’s representa- 
tive? 

Surely if the United States senate 
has a right to debate and reject the 
actions of the president, after they 
have been accomplished, the people of 
the United States, through the pub- 
lic press, have the right to debate pol- 
icies which have only been proposed. 
When freedom of discussion dies then, 
indeed, is the freedom of the people 
at an end.

The 
president of the Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration reported President Coolidge as 
having said that he “expected to ac- 
cpt.” Bearers of invitations to the 
president of the United States usually 
give the most rosy version of their 
interviews that the facts will bear 
out. One rather wishes the news in 
this case might correct. A _ candid 
address by Coolidge to the farmers, 
devoted specifically to the farmers’ 
problems, would be about the most 
clarifying political event that could 
happen just now. No one doubts 
that Coolidge would be candid. Such 
an addrss, coming right at the open- 
ing of congress, might short-cut a 
rood deal of the agitation now sched- 
uled on the subject of farm legisla- 
tion during the coming season. Apart 
from that, it would be interesting to 
hear a statement from Coolidge of 
what he believes would make farm- 
ing more remunerative, of what he be- 
lieves is sound, and of what he re- 
gards as impracticable. 
Dissatisfied Group. 

The farmers are represented as be- 
ing the one group in the country less 
satisfied with prevailing conditions 


than other occupations. They are the 
one ‘group represented as’ disposed to 
make themselves heard. politically. To 
what extent this sentiment exists 
among the farmers is in dispute. How 
deep it goes—whether it is merely a 
case of politicians in the farmer terri- 
tory saying their constituents are 
restless or whether the rank and file 
of the farmers really have a dissatis- 
faction that is a discordant note in 
the prevailing contentment — with 
things as they are—all this is in dis- 
pute. Some political spokesmen of 
the northwest say that the farmer 
has recovered both from the economic 
disadvantage under which he confess- 
edly was for several years, ~nd also 
from the political disgruntlement that 
accompanied his economic condition. 
On the other hand, it is a fact that 
leaders of the farm bloc in_ congress 
—and the farm bloc is closely associ- 
ated with the American Farm Bureau 
association—represent their constitu- 
ents as being at a disadvantage in a 
business way, as being dissatisfied 
politically, and as having a erystallized 
intention to express that dissatisfac- 
tion in criticism of the Coolidge ad- 
ministration and in opposition to some 
of Coolidge’s prgram for the coming 
congress. 

Washington is given to understand 


that the farm leaders in congress have 
a specific plan and are furthering it 


actively. They expect to demand a 
law providing for a government-spon- 
sored and government-financed cor- 
poration ‘to manage the marketing of 
farm products. ‘The political spokes- 
men of the farmers say this is to be 
his, equivalent for the protective tariff 
that other industries enjoy. They 
claim the farmer gets no direct ad- 
vantage of the traff, but is willing to 
continue to support it if the repre- 
sentatives of other industries in turn 
will support the farm leaders’ plan of 
a govern eerporation. They pro- 
pose té put it up to the eastern re- 
publicans) If the latter will help the 
farm lenders are willing to let the 
tariff alone. But if the eastern re- 
publicans refuse, then the plan of the 
farm leaders is to form a combination 
with the democrats “to attack the 
tariff. Negotiations looking to this 
and propaganda to further it are now 
under way between western farm 
leaders and the south. 
Search Confused. 

A search for the facts about the 
state of mind of the farmer is con- 
fused by an apparent geographical 
cleavage. Politicians and agents for 
organizations in Washington who 
have gone into the northwest for the 
specific purpose of appraising the 
present state of mind of the farmer, 
report a curious distinction between 
Iowa and some of the other northwest 
states. In Iowa they say dissatisfac- 
tion, the disposition to be insurgent, 
is as active as it was when Brook- 
hart was sent to the senate. In the 
other states it is reported radical and 
insurgent ‘sentiment has simmered 
down to such an extent that in states 
like Minnesota, for example, the 
farmer-labor political organization, 
which a few years ago was able to 
elect two United States senators, will 
cease to exist as a separate organiza- 
tion. Dismissing these conflicting 
complexities, it is a fact that the 
farmer, taking the years since the 
close of the war as a whole, has lag- 
ged behind the prosperity of other 
business. So much is this admitted 
that some of the leaders of other busi- 
nesses, including the heads of some 
railroads, believe that the best thought 
of the country should be put in bring- 
ing the farmer to a parity with other 
businesses, even if it involves some 
reduction of the rewards to other 
businesses. 'Fhey arrive at this con- 
clusion on the broadest ground. They 
have seen more than five years of im- 
proved housing in cities—new and 
better houses going up In large num- 
bers, old houses being painted, modern 
comforts, such as bathrooms, becoming 
practically universal in the houses of 
city dwellers. On the _ farms they 
haye seen the opposite. These leaders 
would gladly reverse the process. ‘I hey 
would bring about, if they could, a 
state in which the farmer should paint 
his house and barn, in which farm 
life altogether should became more 
attractive than city life, in which the 
rewards of a farm life should become 
greater than the rewards for the ma- 
sons, carpenters and plasterers who 
have been making very high wages 
during the past five years, building 
better houses for city dwellers. 

Wish Exists. 

The wish exists. The question is 
how to do it. As one business leader 
put it the other day: “Here are New 
York and- Philadelphia and other 


cities spending immense sums for sub- 
ways and other facilities designed to 
bring more and more people to live 
in the cities. Is there. not some way 
by which we can take theSe millions 
of dollars arbitrarily and lay them out 
in such a way as to cause not more 
people to live in the cities, but more 
to live on the farms?” 

Some of the suggestions arising out 
of that specific question have gone 
very far. One is that in taxation a 
deliberate discrimination should be 


made between the farmer and the city 
dweller in favor of the former. One 
suggestion would take these specific 
sums that are raised for the cities and 
devote them to rural schools. Another 
far-reaching suggestion is that the 
farmer should be relieved, wholly or 
almost wholly, frém taxation. This 
suggestion does not apply the federal 
taxation, for the farmer pays very lit- 
tle federal taxes. It applies to the 
taxes laid by the states. The sugges- 
tion is to the effect that the farmer 
should be given the improved roads 
and the improved schools for which he 
has lately been paying highly in taxes; 
but that the cost should come, not out 


of the farmer’ pocket, but out of the 
s pocket. The idea 
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ther; that substantially all the 
money for state government and state 
improvements shouldbe raised out of 
taxes on manufacturers and other oc- 
cupations in the cities. 


The answer made to this is that in 
some states it might be managed. It 
might be managed in Pennsylvania, in 


which for many years the system was 
to encourage manufacturing by taxing 
that occupation lightly. In some other 
states it would not be practicable. 
There are states like Nebraska and 
South Dakota in which farming is so 
much the largest occupation that not 
enough taxes could be raised on the 
others. The further objection is that 
if some states should attempt this the 
result might be a migration of manu- 
facturing to other states. 


Given Much Thought. 

The whole subject has been given 
more thought at Washington than any 
other aspect of public affairs. During 
the nearly six years since Harding 
became president, efforts to help the 
farmer havé consumed a larger pro- 
portion of the government's thought 
and energy than any other one ac- 
tivity. 

These efforts by Washington may 
not have met fully the farmers’ de- 
sires or expectations, but they have 


clarified the mind of official Wash- 
ington. If one were to try to put in 
a few words the only answer Wash- 
ington has for the farmer, the answer 
President Coolidge would be likely to 
give, if he should make the speech at 
Chicago in December—that answer 
would be that if the farmer wants to 
bring himself up to parity with other 
industries, he must adopt the device 
of other industries. Specifically, the 
device of cooperative management of 
ae on a large scale, in big 
units. 


According to this view, the largest 
element in the prosperity of praetical- 
ly all industries during the past five 


or six years has been cooperation. It 
has taken the form largely of the 
trade associations which recently have 
been declared legal by the supreme 
court. The members of trade associa- 
tons keep closely in touch with each 
other, exchange information, become 
aware,of the state of the market, know 
the amount of unfilled orders or 
hand, know the prevailing prices 
everywhere, and the tendency of 
prices. Having all this information, 
they regulate themselves accordingly 
and achieve .both prosperity and the 
avoidance of losses. 

For accomplishing this sort of thing 
the farmer is under one handicap. Be- 
cause of the conditions of his busi- 
ness the farmer cannot adjust himself 
to the market as rapidly as manufac- 
turers can. ‘The farmer plants his 
wheat in October or April. There- 


eter be relieved of taxation alto- 


after he is committed for nine months . 


or six months. If conditions affecting 
the price of wheat should go against 
the farmer during the intervening 
period, the latter is helpless. In man- 
facturing the head of an industry can 
switch his line in a few weeks. 


While this is admitted by those 
Washington officials who have given 
most thought to the subject, they still 
say that the farmer can do much 
through cooperation, and say that 
cooperation is the only sound way for 
the farmer to help himself. 


As it is sometimes put, the farmer 
must become a business man. He 
must become not only a business man, 
but a cooperative business man— 
must become ess of an individual 
than has always been his habit. He 
must bring himself into cooperative 
associations as business men do. He 
must, according to this authority, hire 
| able business managers and pay them 
adequate salaries—business managers 
fof the type who can be known to 
banks and to other lines of trade, and 
who can secure for the farmers’ as- 
sociations, the same advantages with 
the banks that other trades have. It 
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is pointed out that some of the co- 
operative associations that have de- 
veloped in some lines of farming, 
especially raisin growing and tobacco 
growing, pay their managers salaries 
proportionate to the heads of large 
manufacturing institutions, salaries 
that run into tens of thotsands of dol- 
dars. Through these cooperative as- 
sociations and this kind of business 
méthods, raisin growers and tobacco 
growers have done very well. 


This idea that the farmer should 
make himself a business man, should 
organize himself into cooperative in- 
stitutions as ably-managed as individ- 
ual businesses in the steel trade, is 
the only answer Washington has been 
able to arrive at after much thought 
and experiment. 

Farmers Agree. 

To much of this the farmers and 
their leaders agree. But there is ac- 
tual disagreement between two groups 
about the nature of the cooperative 
association. One group says that the 
government, as the government, 
should provide the leadership for the 
farmers’ cooperative association, 
should finance it, and be responsible 
for it. This group wants the govern- 
ment to stand sponsor for a farmers’ 
cooperative association whose capital 
would run above a hundred million 
dollars, 


_ This notion of a farmers’ coopera- 
tive association, sponsored by the 
government, has expressd itself in 
measures vigorously pressed in con- 
gress, One that figured in the recent 
congress was known as the McNary- 
Haugen bill. Another, on © similar 
lines, will be pressed in the coming 
congress. 

It can be taken as fairly certain 
that the Coolidge administration will 
net endorse any of these moves ema- 
nating from the political leaders of 
the farmers aimed at a governmnt- 
sponsored and financed organization. 
They have looked into it and con- 
cluded it is not sound. They say that 
in every variation in which it is put 
forward it amounts to the government 
fixing the price of farm products. 
They say that an effort to do this 
would result in intolerable political 
pressure on what ever administration 
might be in power. They say fur- 
ther that whatever price might be 
fixed, for wheat, for example, would 
result in clamor from the consumers 
in the cities. The farmers would want 
high prices, the city dwellers low 
ones. The objectors predict that the 
immediate result of the government 
fixing farm prices would be a pro- 
posal that the government fix prices 
in the coal industry, in steel, in tex- 
tiles. From fixing the selling price 
of products, the next step would be 
fixing the wages of the labor involved 
—ihdeed, fixing the price of the prod- 
uct involves fixing the wages of labor. 
This is so contrary to sound econom- 
ics and to the proper function of goy- 
ernment as the Coolidge administra- 
tion sees it, that it can be taken for 
granted the entering wedge will be 
resisted, no matter how much strength 
the proposal may have in congress. 

The view of those in the government 
who have put their minds on the 
farm problem for several years past 
say that cooperative management is 
the only immediate and practicable 
answer.

Mrs. Irby Replies. 


Mrs. Irby replied that it would be 
impossible to leave Leme, because, like 
most housekeepers, she could not be 
away for several days.

‘Board of Trustees Recommends 
~€lub To Center on Maintenance 


‘The board of trustees of the Tal- 
lulah Falls Industrial school will send 
the follawing letter out this week to 
every club in Georgia. It recommends 
that club effort be centered this year 
on maintenance with a view to rais- 
ing not less than $10,000 for up-keep 
of the school: 

Trustees of Georgia Federation's 
Mountain school at Tallulah Falls to 
the Club Presidents and clubwomen 
of Georgia: 

You have just concluded the most 
brilliant achievement ever put over 
by any state federation in the physical 
expansion and financial permanence 
of your school atthined through your 
Greater Tallulah program. 


_ The eyes of the entire state and, 
indeed, the country, were centeretl 
upon Georgia Federation when on 
June 10, 1925, Georgia clubwomen 
convened on their own property and 
dedicated seven splendid buildings in 
the presence of such an assembly 
of notables as has rarely gathered 
for such an occasion. 


People all over the country are 
deeply interested in this great effort 
for human service which we have put 


to Bee how we are going to “carry 
on. 


Maintenance. 


Now remains for us to provide 
adequate funds for the support and 
upkeep of the enlarged plant we have 
achieved. Every club in Georgia 
should give at least twice as much 
maintenance as in former years. ‘To 
do so will be no added tax, for where 
we have divided our gifts among sey- 
eral school causes, we are noav in po- 
sition to single-shot on maintenance. 

The maintenance allotments ac- 
cepted by the districts 12 years ago, 
have never been increased, although 
there are now twice as many clubs 
in the federation. This does not mean, 
however, that over 400 Georgia clubs 
have given no more to their school 
than 200 gave, but that thére have 
been several school funds to give to. 

The Mary Ann Lipscomb endow- 
ment pledges made at Columbus and 
later, have amounted to a consid- 
erable sum which would otherwise 
have gone into school support. These 
pledges are now almost entirely com- 
pleted and clubs may turn that ef- 
fort to necessary maintenance. 


During the past two and a half 
years, clubs and clubwomen have put 


forth and they are watching eagerly F 


whatever new money may be needed to 
complete the greater Tallulah program. 
This, of course, contemplates that all 
outstanding greater Tallulah pledges 
shall be paid. Over and above these, 
however, clubs are hereby asked to 
throw all their force and enthusiasm 
for their “Light in the Mountains” 
into a greatly enlarged maintenance. 

Our child is sixteen years old anid 


has grown rapidly in the past two 
years; she must bave more clothes. 
She and we are both older; we must 
maintain her with fitting dignity. And, 
best of all, she has grown increasing- 
ly beautiful, useful and good. It must 
be our pride and joy to extend her 
kindly light 

Besides the sum given from the club 
treasury or from the club entertain- 
ment, every Georgia clubwoman should 
claim the privilege of making every 
year, some personal gift to the federa- 
tion’s own beloved school, which is the 
“Property; Pride and Responsibility 
of the Georgia Federation.” 


By care and economy (and Miss 
Davis is a genius for getting the most 
out of every dollar) the school ean 
function well on $15,000 a year. even 
with 100 persons living in the dormi- 
tories, 

By concentrating on maintenance 
the efforts they have put on endow- 
ment, greater Tallulah and mainte- 
nanee, Georgia clubwomen can easily 
supply $10,000 of this amount. The 
present maintenance gifts of clubs is 
only $3,100 annually, but, as has been 
noted above, their investment in school, 
along all lines, has been greatly in 
excess of that amount and even of the 
$10,000 now required. 


Great Achievement. 


We have to our credit a great 
achievement, worthy of our power and 
influence and purposes. Let us now 
live up to it! We should double our 
maintenance gifts and then add to 
this!

uncle, he had returned to France fully 
equipped to manage his inheritance, 
bringing with him his wife and 2- 
months-old baby, a girl, who was chris- 
tened Edith Anne Louise. 

Roux’s English wife, as the French 
say of plants, ‘‘did not please herself” 
in this foreign soil. She lost her bloom 
and died when her daughter was 10 
years old, two years before the war. 
During the stormy epoch her father 
sent Edith to a convent boarding 
school in England, where she remain- 
ed until after the armistice. 

As was to he expected, Roux added 

enormously and in an entirely credit- 
able manner to a fortune already con- 
siderable, and shortly after his daugh- 
married a beautiful

is about a third of him; with its curved, 
whetted defenses, tushes that can dis- 
embowel a dog as neatly as a butcher 
opens the pig himself, and his glinting 
reddened little eyes, with their pro- 
jection of hatred scarcely equaled ex- 
cept in the human species. 

The chasse a sanglier at Nitry as 
a jolly event, all hands meeting at the 
little cabane in the woods, Roux some- 
times lugging his chef for the ten- 
thirty.dejeuner, or if that functionary 
was in demand, stopping to pick up 
the patron of the hotel whose name 
befittingly was Paillard. Each hunter 
brought a dog or two and a little bon- 
bon, a tiny wooden barrel holding 
about two liters of the best vintage, 
reserved for family functions, chris- 
tenings, weddings, funerals. 

The huntsman had already ‘‘done 
the woods,” discovered about what 
game was there and where it lay. 
With his picquer he went off towing 
a string of dogs, and with his cors de 
chasse slung over his shoulder, this 
French -horn tater to announce in 
sweet bass mystic notes the character 
of the game afoot. He did not go 
off thirsty. 


HEN tive actionnaires ate an enor- 

mous dejeuner cooked partly on 
the charcoal brazier outside and partly 
on a tin American stove in the cabane. 
Everybody brought something good. 
The luncheon started wtth hors 
d’ouvres, worked its way through 
omelet aux fines herbes, leg of lamb 
with beans, sausage from the grill, 
salade, cheeses of the region or out of 
it, jam, huge blocks of bread and 
wine. Wine that could not be bought 
in any market of the world, never 
mind where. Wine that was not for 
sale, thank you, there still being two 
commodities that are not always for 
sale, wine and women. Song was 
given away. 

Then afterward, flushed and jovial, 
the party trooped out to take stations 
in the lanes cut through the forest. 
‘Belly to the bush,” to.shoot into the 
woods or whip about and shoot into it 
on the other side, never up and down 
the allee. Seeing them troop out one 
could appreciate the sense of the gun 


trap that. held the piece muzzle in 
ir. 


In such a circle as this ladies were 
not included. Women would have 
cramped their style. No man present 
could have told a risque story in the 
presence of their womenkind. As a 
matter of fact, while some of their ex- 
pressions were raw, their stories were 
not. There was wit and laughter, but 
no vice. Hardy, healthy, wholesome 
parties, and often a surprisingly seri- 
ous trend to the conversation. At the 
risk of being banal, one may say that 
here was represented the backbone of 
the French with the best part of its 
brain_attached, the putrid parts of it 
not there, confined to the great cen- 
ters for the entertainment of for- 
eigners. | 

But in the case of feminine assist- 
ance, while wives or daughters never 
came. to the dejeuner, they often 
drove over in the-afternoon to skirt 
the chasse. A communal road ran 


through the middle of it, and they = 


sometimes went there to stop and 
listen. From far over in some swale 
would come the drifting notes of the 
horn, then the clamor of the dogs, 
coming, going, sometimes silenced for 
a brief interval when at a loss, to be 
started by the ill-bred yapping of the 
mutt of the pack, who happened to be 
longer on sense if short in technique, 
and the whole riot in full cry again. 

Then from somewhere a bang. If 
successful, this would be followed by 
a triumphant ‘A la lie! A la lie!” 
resonantly echoing through the ar- 
cades. More often it merely excited 
the vociferous pack of rough-coated 
near hounds, that would impress the 
foreign dog lover as somé sort of tri- 
angle at the apices of which stood 
rough-coated terrier, retriever and 
hound, but of which the brown, sym- 
pathetic eyes had that deep honést 
lointaine student look, thoughtful, 
painstaking, modest, and sincere. And 
when one of them fell foul of the 
tusk of a sanglier, eyes were dimmed 
and tears were shed. 

To get back to a chase just as old 
and far more cruel, the woman hunt, 
De Courcey had become a sort of in- 
stitution as a week-end guest. He was 
on the bourse, stockbroker, specu- 
lator, something of that sort, trading 
in values instead of supplying com- 
modities to be valued, like Roux. Bet- 
ting on what other men’s products 
might or might not be worth. Appar- 
ently he was a good guesser as he ran 
down always in his chic two-seated 
roadster, He was still making love to 
both of the young women, but dis- 
creetly so far as Pervier was able to 
report. 


At any rate, there had been no 


scandal, no quarrel reported, and little 


gossip, which for a -provincial coterie 
IS Saying a great deal. De Courcey 
had become one of those family 
friends less intimate than frequent.

ISITORS to Normandy seldom 
BTA come away without having 
¥ VY! stayed at least one Sunday to 
witness the spectacle of a re- 
ligious procession. And people 
who love to stray from the 
beaten tourist paths in Europe know 
that at certain times of the year every 
country road in lands like Italy, Bel- 
gium and Bavaria is simply crowded 
with these. huge demonstrations, chant- 
ing and singing as they wend their 
way like a giant serpent toward some 
distant shrine. 


The Italians, of whom there are 


nearly a million in New York, have_ 


made the religious procession one of 
the colorful events in- East Side life. 
Twice within the past week have | 
journeyed to that region, which some 
people who do not know the real thing, 
still please to designate with the name 
of ghetto. And each time my object 
was to see a religious procession. 


Imagine an immense crowd of men 
dressed in their Sunday best, bare- 
headed, followed by hundreds of little 
girls in white, each holding a lighted 
taper; then a statue of Our Lady raised 
on a high dais surmounted by a gorge- 
ous canopy and supported by two 
dozen stalwarts; around this statue 
priests and acolytes in sumptuous robes 
of scarlet, white and gold send up dense 
clouds of incense, after this thousands 
of men and women, imagine such a 


a 


multitude and perhaps you will gain an 
idea of the size and barbaric splendor 
of one of these processions. 


The parade, preceded by surpliced 
cross-bearers and a squad of bluecoats 
is on its way. There is something 
ecstatic imethe look of the women. 
Some of them hold big. dolls in their 
arms; a Silent invocation to the Ma- 


donna to send a blessing on their mar- 
riage. Others, bent with age and years 
of toil, sway on their feet and must be 
assisted, but they would rather die than 
fall out of the long files. All at once 
the men in front, dignified and deeply 
conscious of their important share in 
the proceedings, break into a deep- 
throated hymnal. An answering choir 
of high-toned boys’ voices gives the re- 
sponse. You realize at once that this 
people with its training of children from 
their very youth in the most sublime 


music, could do no other than produce 
Carusos and Pittis, Martinellis and 


Giglis. How many silver voices of fu- 
ture operatic stars were first discovered 
and revealed to the outside world by 
one of these religious processions? 


ex HE attraction of such a parade as 

) a human spectacle is compelling 
and absorbing. There is the breath of 
the middle ages about it. So must 
have looked one of those great peni- 
tential pilgrimages that stirred the 
world in time of national disaster or 
pestilence. 


With such a multitude in that state of 
raligious fervor anything is possible. 


You feel the atmosphere surcharged 
with tremendous hidden power. Aren- 
as filled with wild and ferocious beasts, 
armies with steel and powder, would 
hold no terror for those processionists. 
Theirs is the spirit that sent the Cru- 
saders forth in their thousands to wrest 
the holy places from the Turk. 


Yh front the golden crucifix sways in 
rhythmic cadence with the step of the 
crozier bearer. It seems like a dazzling 
gem in the reflected rays of a thousand 
candles. The blue wave of incense that 
hangs over the crowd like the thin veil 
of a dancing girl gives the appearance 


of ghostly, supernatural powers float- 
ing aloft. 


if you chance to have dabbled a lit- 
tle in old church music you will recog- 
nize melodies, soul-stirring and strange- 
ly reminiscent of the days when Chris- 


tians sought shelter the subterranean 
caves of pagan Rome. They sung the 
same hymns when Columbus set foot 
on American soil, 


As the march proceeds the singing 
grows more sustained, more exalted. It 
has a curious vibrating power, hypnotic, 
passionate. The twenty-four men who 


are straining under the immense dais 


that supports the image of the queen 


of Heaven advance in measured step, 
they are bare-headed, their ‘coats and 
shirts open in the front and the perspira- 
tion streams from their faces. Little 
boys in long scarlet robes and lace sur- 


plices walk backwards swinging the cen- 
sers. The air is heavy with the sacred 
perfume. Priests with open, gold- 
bound breviaries intone a new chant. 
An acolyte rings a bell. Spectators on 
the sidewalks cross themselves or even 
kneel down as the Madonna moves 
Slowly past. 

Here are some Jews watching the 
procession, they stream out of labor 
halls and coffe houses. Curiosity is 
written all over their faces, but no dis- 
respect. Disrespect in these surround- 
ing would be worth anyone's life. For 
the processionists in a high state of re- 
ligious fervor, something bordering on 


fanaticism, to interfere would mean 
death. 


Rosaries, scapularies, prayer-pictures 
are sold on the sidewalks. The whole 
population is moving along in one dense 
mass. The chanting is like the roll of 
thunder and the flames on the waxen 
tapers tremble in that breath of pas- 
sion. 


After several blocks the procession 
wends its ‘way back to the parochial 
church. Its doors are wide open. With- 
in you catch a glimpse of a distant al- 
tar blazing in a white glow of light in 
which colored lamps scintillate like so 
many rubies, lapis lazuli and emeralds. 


An unseen organ crashes forth in wel- 
come as the statue totters up the broad 
Steps into the vestibule.

Can Test Theory 

The Bible is either the word of 
God or the work of man. Those who 
regard it as a man-made book should 
be challenged to put their theory to 
the test. If man made the Bible, he 
is, unless he has ‘degenerated, able to 
make as good a book today. 

Judged by human standards, man 
is far better prepared to write a Bible 
now than when our Bible was written. 


The. characters whose words and 
deeds are recorded in the Bible were 
members of a single race; they lived 
among the hills of Palestine in a ter- 
ritory scarcely larger than one of our 
counties. They did not have print- 
ing presses and they lacked the learn- 
ing of the schools; they had no great 
libraries to consult,.no steamships to 
carry them around the world and 
make them: acquainted with the vari- 
ous centers of ancient civilization; 
they had no telegraph wires to bring 
them the news from the ends of the 
earth and no newspapers to spread 
before them each morning the doings 
of the day before. Science had not 
unlocked Nature’s door and revealed 


the secrets of rocks below and stars 
above. 


Storehouse Was Scant 


oe what a scantily supplied 
storehouse of knowledge they had 
to draw, compared with the unlimited 
wealth of information at man’s com- 
mand -today! And yet these Bible 
characters grappled with every prob- 
lem that confronts mankind, from the 
creation of the world to eternal life 
beyond the tomb. They gave us a 
diagram of man’s existence from the 
cradle to the grave and set up warn- 
ing signs at every dangerous -point.

tion; and when they have exhausted 
every source. let them embody the re- 
sults of their best intelligence in a 
book and offer it to the world as a 
Substitute for this Bible of ours. 
Have they the confidence that the 
prophets of Baal had in their god? 
Will they try? If not, what excuse 
will they give? Has man so fallen 
from his high estate that we cannot 
rightfully expect as much of him now 
as nineteen centuries ago? Or does 
the Bible come to us from a source 
that is higher than man? 
Man Has Advanced 
UT the case is even stronger. The 
eopponents of the Bible cannot 
take refuge in the plea that man is 
retrograding. Tey loudly proclaim 
that man has grown and that he is 
growing still. They boast of a world- 
wide advance and their claim is 
founded upon fact. In all matters 
except in the “‘science of how to live” 
man has made wonderful progress.

In “The Making of the Bible,”’ the 
author deals with the gradual forma- 
tion of the Scripture, and the making 
of the Canon. The author is conserva- 
tive but hé does not hold to the verbal 
dictation theory. 


In his discussion of the Bible as re- 
lated to experience he shows in a clear 
way the precedence of experience over 
the written word. It is a small volume 
which contains many ‘interesting and 
helpful suggestions. 


“The Worker and His Bible”’ is one 
of the largest books to its size that has 
been published. It is a marvel of con- 
densation, and gives to the reader a 
comprehensive insight into the whole 
literature of the Bible. 


Part first is ‘An Introduction to the 
Siudy of the Bible,” part second deals 
with “The Old Testament,” and part 
third with. the New Testament. In 
part first in a few pages there is an 
accurate account of ‘How We Got 
Our Bible.” 

One gets along with the historical 
rise of the Scriptures a concise account 
of the history of the Jewish people. 
Every book of the Bible has a clear 
statement of authorship, purpose, and 
contents. This book should be in the 
hands of every layman who desires a

better knowledge of the sacred Scrip- 
tures, and who has not the time for a 
more elaborate discussion. The book 
will prove also highly valuable to 
young students, and is adaptable as a 
textbook. This is a volume that 
should have a wide circulation. 

In “The Bible and Life’? Bishop 
Hughes thoroughly sustains his repu- 
tction for vigorous thinking and fresh- 
ness and forcefulness of expression. 

The book is one of the series of 
Mendenhall lectures. The practical 
value of the book may be inferred 
from the chapter topics, “The Bible 
and Life,” “The Bible and Man,” 
‘The Bible and Home,” “The Bible 
and Work,” ‘The Bible and Wealth,” 
“‘The Bible and Sorrow,” and “The 
Bible and Practice.” 

The author writes, ‘‘Thus it seems 
literally true that the Bible was penned 
for the aid of life. When life went 
wrong, warning came. When life 
went aright, encouragement came. 
When life was mistaken, correction 
The Bible grew from life. 
The Bible was tested by life. The 
Bible climaxed in life.’ 

In the chapter on ‘“‘The Bible and 
Education,” the author says, ‘‘The 
Bible does not make intellect all. Man 
has mind, and he must use that. Man 
has sensibility and he must use that. 
that. Man has will, and he must use 
that. Man must get the truth out of 
his integral self, rather than out of his 
fractional self. Men sometimes prate 
about their love of truth. The intel- 
lectual life, like the religious life, may 
be guilty of cant. It takes more than 
an open mind. to get the truth; it 
takes a working mind. In the chapter 
“The Bible and Wealth,” the author 
states the general principles in regard 


ty material possessions. First, there is 
the principle that God is the only and 
absolute owner. The second principle 
is that man is a trustee and steward. 
T:. : third Biblical principle declares 
that this stewardship is attended by 
grave temptations. The closing chap- 


ter on ‘‘The Bible and Practice” give 


some illustrations of how the Bible is 
falsely interpreted in order to con- 
firm men in evil practices. This is a 
volume which the preachers will find 
highly serviceable. There is in it a 
sanity, a2 common sense balance, a 
freshness and spirituality that quickens 
the mind and inspires the heart. 


“The Psychology of Religious Ex- 
perience” js a type of ‘book which our 
generation needs. 


Much has been written on psychol- 
ogy from a skeptical and materialistic 
viewpoint. This book serves as a re- 
inforcement to the Christian faith. 

In this series of studies Professor 
Sirickland used the principles of psy- 
chology in the analysis and interpreta- 
tion of religious experience. He re- 
gards religious experience for the 
purposes of these studies as indicating 
‘‘normal experience as it is found in 
Christianity.”” The main purpose of 
the discussion is “practical implica- 
tion, not theoretical exposition.””

It follows from character more than 
from able reasoning. It is thus not so 
much an item of our creed, as a grow- 
ing conviction in our experience.

@A@I FER listening in on a discus- 
tk sion among school teachers 
‘A Aa} this summer, I was impress- 
ed with their ability to de- 
termine the character of the 
parents and the home from 
the attitude and reactions of the child 
in the schoolroom. : . 


Several of the older teachers were 
waging a lively dispute on that pop- 
ular theme of discussion everywhere 
—the breakdown of our American 
home life. One was particularly bitter 
on the subject. of the teacher who is 
expected to exert discipline over a 
child in whose home respect for law 
and order is unheard. 


Another .related” with regret sev- 
eral incidents among older boys, 


‘showing the false standards of suc- 


cess that are early implanted in youth- 
ful minds by parents who put mate- 
tial achievement above character and 
moral worth. One boy of fourteen 
had as his ideal in worth-while 
achievements a bootlegger who kept 
his high powered, foreign car in a 
garage a few doors away from his 
home. | 


If parents would like a life size por- 
trait of themselves, I should certain- 
ly recommeng them to a seat on the 
sidelines at one of these informal 
school teachers’ conclaves. Some of 
them would slink away ashamed that 
their faults were so openly recogniz- 

le in their offspring, and some again 
would be made happy and strengthen- 
ed in their work of trying to implant 
high ideals of duty and service in the 
minds of their young. 


.Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, principal for 
over twenty years of Phillips-Andover 
academy, and a recognized champion 
of the yoyth of our country, treats 
this subject of home influence and the 
child in a most understanding way in 
his book, '‘‘The Challenge of Youth.” 


“Even before they have . been 
Stearns, ‘‘parents 
will pretty clearly identify and classi- 
fy themselves through the attitude 
and reactions of their offspring. 
Careless or earnest, ignorant or in- 
telligent, selfish or. high minded, 
Superficial or sane, erratic or balanc- 
ed, they are generally revealed by a 
study of, their children. Never, per- 
haps, is that revelation clearer or 
more sudden than when trouble arises 
and merited discipline threatens. 
Unter such conditions they will re- 
gularly be found to belong to one of 
three groups. 

“First, there is the parent who un- 
hesitatingly, and with every force at 
command,” seeks to avert the. threat- 
ened blow. These are the most com- 
mon. The extremes to which resort 
is made under such conditions would 
be only ludicrous if they were not so 
tragic. Anything is done to save the 
family from what is felt to be dis- 
grace, anything to protect from tem- 
porary discomfort the erring child. 

“Parents have a way of appearing 
at headquarters on such occasions, 
though, until the blow threatens, the 
schoolmaster might believe they did 
not even exist. If they lack an intel- 
lectual and cultural background, and 


have obtained unusual and perhaps 


quick success in the acquiring of ma- 
ttrial wealth, they will sometimes 


produce a lawyer, whose duty it is, 
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evidently, to create_an impression and 
Stage an effect. What they are really 
seeking to do is to prevent that one 
thing -which unstable youth needs 
more than anything else in the world, 
if weaknesses are to be overcome and 
self-reliant manhood achieved. Here- 
in lies the tragedy of it all.” 


Any schoolmaster can relate count- 
less incidents in support of Dr. 


Stearns’ contention. One of his own 
experiences is around the mother of 
a boy dismissed from school for a 


flagrant offense. He had presented a 
telegram signed by his mother, in 


‘which it was stated that his father, 


who was ill, had been ordered south 


by his doctor for his health, that he 


must see the boy on immediate bu- 
siness before leaving home. The boy 
was granted permission to leave. It 
developed that a girl was the reason 
for the boy’s request, and not a dis- 
abled father.

A boy under such home influence 
can scarcely. hope for anything better 
than the life of a human derelict, is 
Dr. Stearns’ conclusion. 


The lack of parental cooperation 
where youth needs discipline is the un- 
fortunate element that school teach- 
ers have to contend with. 


“Not only is the value of merited 
discipline so often the deciding factor 
in molding wavering youth into stable 
manhood, otherwise denied, but the 
real evils of wrong doing are forever 
concealed and the youngster faces 
life with no clear sense of values and 
too many times he is handicapped he- 
yond redemption,’”’ says the well- 
known educator. 

In homes where parents do _ not 
agree, where differences in opinions, 
methods, and policies prevail, where 
peace and concord never show their 
heads, the children, in Dr. Stearns’ 
experience, show restlessness and de- 
ceit. In natures’ own way, from the 
days of infancy, the child seems to 
sense the character of the atmosphere 
about him and, with almost devilish 
instinct, plays these parents one 
against the other, and, sad to say, he 
always wins. Where there is divorce 
and separation, and the youngsters 
are shunted first to the influence of 
one, then to the other, the tragedy of 
the child becomes even more acute. 


“In strong contrasts to the types 
of parents,’ continues Dr. 
‘‘which have been mentioned, it is re- 
freshing to turn to those of another 
kind, and it is good to know such still 
exist, even though they are so sadly 
outnumbered by the more noisy and 
belligerent friends. 


“Nothing is more stimulating and 


refreshing to a headmaster’s soul than 
to meet tn the course of work, and es- 


pecially where discipline is involved, - 


the quiet, sane and supporting par- 
ents who have not forgotten the days 
of their own youth, who realize their 
children will make mistakes, and 
stumble, and yield; who are aware, 
themselves, that they were guilty of 
such lapses; but who know, too, that 
whatever strength and -self-control 
they have secured for later years has 
been gained through the just punish- 
ment, and stern discipline which their 
offenses brought upon them. Facing 
parents of this type, the schoolmaster 
has little concern for the nature of 
the offense of the erring son.”’ 

The terms in which boys speak of 
their fathers and mothers gives an in- 
teresting cue to their home relations. 
“The old man,” and ‘‘the old Wom- 
an” tell one story. ‘‘Father’” and 
“Mother,” spoken with reverence and 
respect, carries the assurance that 
that fortunate boy has not missed in 
his home the hand of discipline when 
discipline was needed for his own 
upbuilding.

should first accustom himself to -a 
direct draft.”’ 

There it is, at least in the now 
comparatively antique second edition, 
the stark, staring suggestion, just as 
I have quoted it. But by the time 
these indefatigible authors got out the 
fifteenth edition just four years later, 
they had started hedging on the dj- 
rect draft question, no doubt due to 
the horror felt by the land-locked 
near-admirals of the advisory board, 
so that this was the burden of their 
song in the fateful year of 1919: 

“(One should first accustom him- 
Self to a gentle draft.)”’ 

You see, they had clothed the draft 
in parentheses and modulated it con- 
siderably in character—it was direct 
when they incontinently admitted it 
to the scheme of things, but now it 
had become a gentle draft. 

Well, gentle drafts, like gentle 
folk, never survive this coddling very 
long. In the present, eighteenth, edi- 
tion of ‘‘How to Live’’ there isn’t a 
trace of a draft-teft. The rear-admirals 
have ‘triumphed.

(“The sparrows are in the vines’’)

The wrist is bent slightly, so 
that the palm ard fingers hold the 
front part of t' ball.

held this way the pressure from the 
arm prevents knocks and bumps. 
Shift from Tackler 

When running with the ball, you 
should shift it to the opposite side 
from the tackler. The proper way to 
do this is to push the ball across the 
body while grasping one end of it with 
the hand which is holding the” ball. 
The end under the arm moves across 
the chest and goes under the other 
arm. The hand which is across the 
body gives place to the other hand, 
which comes over and grasps the other 
end of the ball directly in the center 
of the body, and then helps to guide 
the ball under the other arm. Never 
shift when in a mass of players.

LEARNING THINGS BY HEART 

Unless you have an unusual teacher, 
there will be a number of passages in 
your books marked “Memorize,” be- 
sides those history dates, the capitols 
of states and various other things. 

Here is where you can use system 
again to good advantage. 

Somebedy has f nd out, by doing 
things over and over again and timing 
themselves, that you can memorize a 
poem more quickly by learning it all 
at once, than by learning two or three 
or four lines at a time. That is, of 
course, if it is a fairly short poem. If 
it is a long one, break it up _ into 
shorter parts. This sounds funny, but 
there is a real scientific way of prov- 
ing that it is true, and that is to try 
it. Repeat the whole thing over sev- 
eral times, even if you don’t seem to 
be remembering it, then stop and think 
about it. You do remember the mean- 
ing now, don’t you?—and most of the 
things that happened, if not the cor- 
rect word order? That is exactly as 
it should be. After trying it a few

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more times you will find that all the 
words will come to you in the right 
place and you will remember the thing 
a longer time. You should not try to 
memorize a unit of more than ten or 
fifteen lines at once. 

The best way to remember things 
for history class is to link them up 
with something else you know. You 
can usually relate half a dozen events 
to one date, or if it is easier for you 
to relate persons to one another, you 
can do that and then hitch the whole 
thing to a date. For example, you all 
know that the American Revolution 
began in 1776. George Washington 
lived at this time, of course, and 
George 1V. was King of England; 
Louis XVI whom you will immediate 
ly connect with the French Revolu- 
tion, occupied the throne of France. 
There you have the American Revyolu- 
tion and the American president, an 
English king, a French king and the 
French Revolution which was only 
thirteen years after the American re- 
volution. Isn’t that easy?

Wherever the moral 
standard is being lifted up—wherever 
life is becoming larger in the vision 
that directs it and richer in its fruit- 
age, the improvement is traceable to 
the Bible and to the influence of the 
God and Christ of whom the Bible 
tells. 


Challenge Not Accepted. 
The atheist and the materialist 


must confess that man should be able 
to produce a better book today than 


man, unaided, could have produced in! 


any previous age. The fact that they 
have tried, time and time again, only 
to fail each time more hopelessly, ex- 
plains why they will not-——why they 
cannot—accept the challenge thrown 
down by the Christian world to pro- 
duce a book worthy to take the Bible's 
place. 

They have begged to their God to 
answer with fire—appealed to inani- 
mate matter with an earnestness that 
is pathetic; they have employed in 
the worship of blind force a faith 
greater than religion requires, but 
their God is asleep. How long will 
they allow the search for strata of 
stone and fragments of fossil and de- 
eaying skeletons that are strewn 
around the house te absorb § their 
thoughts to the exclusion of the archi- 
tect who planned it all. How long 
will the agnostic, closing his eyes to 
the plainest truths, cry, “Night, 
night,” when the sun in his meridian 
splendor announces that noon is here? 

Reject Claim to Inspiration. 

Those who reject the Bible ignore 
its claim to inspiration. This in itself 
makes them enemies of the Book of 
books, hecause the Bible characters 
profess to spenk by inspiration. and 
what they say bears the stamp of the 
supernatural. “Holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost” (2 Peter 1:21). 

Which things also we speak, not 
in the words which: man’s wisdoni 


teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost 


teacheth ; comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual. But the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the spirit 
of God; fer they are foolishness anto 
him: neither can he know them, be- 


eause they are spiritually discerne-! 
(1 Cor. 2:13-14). —~ 

Those who reject the Bible ignore 
the spirit that pervades it, the aimos- 
phere that envelopes it, the harmony 
of its testimonies and the unity of its 
structure, despite the fact that it is 
the product ef many writers during 
many centuries. Its part were tot ar- 
ranged by man, but prearranged by 
the Almighty. 

They Ignore Prophecies. 

Those who reject the Bible also ig. 
nore the prophecies and their fulfill- 
ment—*History written in advance” 
—preof that appeals irresistibly to the 
open mind. 

Those who reject the Bible even 
disparage the testimony which the Sa- 
vior bore to the inspiration of the 
Old Testament, and yet what could 
be more explicit than His words? 
“And beginning at Moses and ali the 
prophets, he expounded unto them in 
all the Scriptures the things concern- 
ing Himself” (Luke 24:27). 

As Canon Liddon says: 

“For Christians, it will be enough 
te know what our Lord Jesus Christ, 
set the seal of His infallible sanction 
on the whole of the Old Testament.

Religion is a matter of 
the heart, and the impulses of tae 
heart often seem foolish to the mind. 
Faith is different from, and superior 
to, reason. 


Lacks Spiritual Visien. 

As a rule, however, the so-called 
higher eritic is a man without any 
deep interest in the coming of God's 
kingdom. He toils not in the Master's 
vineyard and yet “Solomon in all bis 
glory” never laid claim to such wis- 
dom as he boasts. He does not accept 
the Bible nor defend it; he mutilates 
it. He puts the Bible on the operat- 
ing table and cuts out the parts that 
he thinks are “diseased.” When he 
bas finished his work the Bible is no 
longer the Book of books: it is sim- 
ply “a serap of paper.”

These pro- 
fessed friends call themselves higher 
erities—ea title which—though ex- 
plained by them as purely technical— 
smacks of an insufferable egotism. 
They assume ap air of superior m 
telligence and look down with mingled 
pity and contempt upon what they 
regard as poor, credulows bumanity. 

The higher critic, however, comes to 
rou in the guise of a friend and po- 
litely inquires: ‘“Isn’t the light teo 
near your eyes? I fear it will injure

your sight.” ke moves the light 


“dyspeptic.” The Bible does not 
agree with him; he has not the 
spiritual fluids in sufficient quancitys 
to enable him to digest the miracle 
and the supernatural. He is a doubt- 
ed and spreads doubts. 


Criticism Dethrone Bible. 

In volume 2 of “Fundamentals” 
( page Si), Sir Robert Anderson has 
this to sav: 

“The effect of this ‘higher criticism’ 
is extremely grave. For it has de- 
thromed the Hible in the home, and 
the good old practice of ‘family wor- 
ship’ is rapid'y dying out. And great 
national interests also are involved. 
Fer who can doubt that the pros- 
perity and power of the nations of 
the world are due to the influence of 
the Bible upon the character and con- 
duct? Heces of men who for genera- 
tions have Leen taught to think for 
themselves in roatters of the highest 
mement will naturally excel in every 
sphere of effort er of enteryrise. 


more than this, no one who is trained 
in the fear of God will fail in his 
duty to his neighbor, but will prove 
himself a good citizen. But the de- 
throffement of the HKible leads prac- 
tically to the dethronement of God; 
and in Germany and America, and 
now in England, the effects of this 
are declaring themselves in ways, and 
to an extent, wel] fitted to cause 
anxiety for the future.” 


Effect Hlustrated. 


The experience of Rey. Paul Kamna- 
mori, known as the “Japanese Billy 
Sunday” furnishes an excellent illus- 
tration of thé chilling effect of higher 
criticism. He was converted when a 
student and, after a period of prench- 
ing, became a professor in a theologi. 
cal seminary m Japan. Dr. Robert BE, 
Speer, in a preface to a published ser- 
mon of Mr. Kanamori, thus deseribes 
the great evangelist’s temporary re- 
tirement from the ministry and its 
cause : 

“He began to read upen the most 
recent German theology, with the re- 
sult that he was completely swept off 
his feet by the rationalistic new 
theology, higher eriticism, ete. Not 
long after that he published his now 
views under the title, ‘Lhe Present 
and Future of Christianity in Japan,’ 


and retired from the ministry .. . 
twenty years, until the death of his 
wife bronght him and hi« ehildren 


into great trouble, but after passing 
through these deep witere he come 
out again with a elear ond firm be 
lief in the old-fashioned gospel” 
(“Phe Three-Hour Sermon,” page 8). 

Since Mr. Kanamori's return to the 
ministry he has been the means of 
leading nearly fifty thousand Jopa- 
nese to Christ—-probably more than 
the total number of souls brought into 
the church by all the higher erities 
combined. 

Rebuke is Dicserved. 

Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, one of 
the great preachers of the last genera. 
tion, thus speaks of the higher critics: 

“When I see ministers of religion 
finding fault with the Seriptures, it 
makes me think of a fortress terrifi- 
cally bombarded, and the men on the 
ramparts, instead of swabbing out an.J 
loading the gune and helping to fetth 


up the ammunition from the maga- 


ammeny ms > . 
ziné, are trying with crowbars to pr) 


out from the wall certain blocks «| 
stone, because they did not come from 
the right quarry. Oh, men on the 
ramparts, better fight back and fixi:

for centuries, and are vain enough to 
think that they can blot out its vita! 

Although their labors aga inet 
the Bible have consumed years, they 
expect the public to accept their con- 
clusions at sight. If they require neo 
much ‘time to formulate their indict 
ment against Holy Writ, surely the 
friends of the Bible should be allowed 
as much time for the inspection of the 
imlict ment,

Here is an illusion that if executed with skill and address will astonish all beholders. You drape two 
erdimary handkerchiefs, preferably borrowed ones, over your left arm, as in No. 1. You then pick up their ends 
with your left hand, as in No. 2; you toss the handkerchiefs into the air, as in No. 3, and when they come down 
they are knotted together, as shown in No. 4. 

The secret is shown in No. 2. Around the fingers of your right hand you have previcusly slipped a small 
flesh-colored rubber band.
